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Continuation of 1 3. Other: Applicant contends that Erlenkoetter fails to disclose coding of content of a data element into an identifier for 
the management object. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. The management object corresponds to the URL for an object, that is an 
object organized in a tree structure. Once the object name i.e. the content of the predetermined data element is placed into the tree 
structure, the Examiner believes that the object is now in coded form since a tree structure is used to reference the predetermined data 
element. The claim merely requires assigning at least part of the content of the data element in coded form as an identifier. In this case 
the at least part of the content of the data element in coded form refers to the URL that references the data element as a managed object. 
That is when the management object will be retrieved using the URL as the coding of the content of a data element. In considering the 
assigning of an identifier for a single management object, the claim merely requires at least part of the content of the data element. Since 
the name is at least part of the content of the data element and the name is used in the tree once coded to reference the management 
object, the Examiner believes that it corresponds to the identifier of a single management object. In considering that one or ordinary skill in 
the art would not modify Erlenkoetter to emply SyncML, the Examiner believes that one of ordinary skill in the art would recognize the 
server environment, where a client is implied since the server manages object that will ultimately be accessed by client and using SyncML 
would make it easy for a client to realize changes made to the objects being managed on the server and where to access those objects if 
their paths would happen to change. 
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
